Butchers Accuse City Em- 


ployes of Allowing Sale 


of Decayed Meat. 


TELL THE MAYOR TODAY. 


Mayor Harrison today will be given the 
names ofa number of sixty day deputy meat 
inspectors alleged to have been collecting 
or attempting to collect cheap graft by prom- 


‘ising to permit Chicago butchers to sell de- 


cayed meat to their customers. 


Meet the Mayor Today. 

The charges against the inepectors were 
made last night before a meeting of the 
Master Butchere’ association of the west 
side held in Victoria hall at Western avenue 
and Madison street. John H. Schofield of 
St. Louis, national organizer of the butchers’ 
association, did the talking. After he had 
finished a committee was appointed to weit 
on the mayor and present to him the proofs 
of what Schofield had said. 

The committee will consist of Herman F. 
Barto, Edward J. Klein, John Mueller. 
Charles A. Savoie, and James Golden. 

During the meeting several butchers cor- 
roborated Schofield's charges. They gave 
the names of the men by whom they had been 
approached... For prices ranging from $2 to 
$10 the inspectors are said to have offered to 
let the butchers sell any kind of meat they 
could get.their customers to carry away. 

Buspected It Long Time. 

“We have been suspecting something of 
this kind for a long time,“ said Mr. Schofield, 
“but it was not until today that we were 
able to get at the real facts. 

“We are going to stop this sort of thing. 
The whole matter will be presented to the 
mayor and he will be asked to take such ac- 
tion as will protect the public and punish the 


guilty inspectors.”

Closing arguments were made yesterday 
afternoon by John S. Miller, chief counsel 
for the packers, and District Attorney Wil- 
kerson. 

The government hopes the decision will 
favor the prosecution, holding the Circuit 
court without jurisdiction to rehear the argu- 
ments on the act’s constitutionality. Rulings 
on arguments to be considered in the decision, 
however, raised some fear that it would be 
adverse. 

One ruling announced there was not much 
question but that these parties were in such 
custody as would justify the issuance of the 
writ.” 

The other was that there were no extraor- 
dinary circumstances’’ about the applica- 
tion. The latter might be considered a point 
for either side, though the ruling was brought 
out by Mr. Wilkerson’s closing argument 
and was generally taken as favoring the 
packers. 


Confer on Plan of Campaign. 

With these rulings against them the gov- 
ernment attorneys hurried to District Attor- 
ney Wilkerson’s office and again went into 
conference on the plan of campaign to be fol- 
lowed, if the first fight in the Circuit court is 
lost. There will, of course, be a motion for 
immediate hearing on the question of consti- 
tutionality. 

But this argument Will last a long time, 
and what the government most wants 18 
speed. If any decision arises to prevent the 
case from going to trial before Judge Car- 
penter on Monday, there are other avenues 
open to the government. ; 

There are supplementary tittctments 
brought in last December and differing from 
those now under fire only in the date limits 
set for the alleged offenses. These were 
pushed through and filed as a means of de- 
feating objections it was feared the packers 
might raise. They are still in the District 
court clerk’s office and never have been 
argued, but may at any time be presented he- 
fore a District court and moved for trial 


Government Has New Action. 

If this course should be followed the pack- 
ers’ counsel probably would proceed as in 
the n case, trying to get the men out 
of the paper custody,” as District Attorney 
Wilkerson calis it, by habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings. 

There remains one more step, and this may 
be taken in the course of a few weeks at the 
outside if Judge Kohisaat’s ruling today is 
adverse to the government. This step is 
simply the start of a fresh suit by informa- 
tion. It does not necessitate any custody at 
all, not even a paper custody,” as the of- 
fense chargeable is a misdemeanor and nota 
felony. It removes all possibility of a pro- 
ceeding for habeas corpus before trial, asthe 
packers never will be in custody at all unless 
convicted and sentenced. 

It will enable the government to accom- 
plish the one end it most desires—an imme- 
diate trial of the question of whether the 
“beef trust is guilty or innocent. 

It would allow the bringing in of the vast 
amount of evidence which the government 
fears will be unobtainable if the trial is 
forced to await a Supreme court ruling a 
year or eighteen months or more away. 


Point Gained by Packers. 
Yesterday's ruling on the custody was be- 
yond doubt a point gained by the packers. 
The government had spent much of the time 
allowed for argument in disputing the legal- 
ity of the “ surrender to the marshal, as- 
serting it had not existed, that there could 
not have been a legal restraint of the pack- 
ers when the application was made and that 
hence the writ could not issue. 
The decision to be given this morning, ac-

POOR MOTHERS 


Chicago Homes Made Happy 
by First Payments Under 
New Illinois Law; Pre- 
serves Family Bonds. 


PARENT TELLS OF JOY. 


“I Can Stay with My Children 
and Attend to Their Needs 
Instead of Going Out to 
Work,” She Says. 


A pension for mothers authorized by the 
last legiplature went into effect in Cook 
county yesterday when four Chicago moth- 
ere received checks for the support of their 
fatherless children. The law was designed to 
prevent the breaking up of homes by the 
inroads of poverty. 

The payments were made by County Agent 
Joseph Meyer at the order of Judge Pinck- 
ney of the Juvenile court. The four addi- 
tions to the county's pay roll total , ap- 
portioned according to the extent and con- 
dition of the households, the compensation 
being for a month's care of seventeen ch!)- 
dren. 

More mothers will de pensioned as fast as 
their cases may be investigated and passed 
upon. 


Mothers Who Get Pensions. 
The mothers pensioned and the number of 
children they support are: 


Mra. Frances Byrnes, 1234 South 
Hoyne avenue, four children. 
Mrs. Eva Ruziska, 1538 
Eighteenth place, two children. 
Mrs. Margaret Toppel, 3000 Archer 
avenue, seven children. 
Mrs. Julia Skenczni, 
street, four children. 


Mrs. Byrnes and Mrs. Skenczni each re- 
ceived §20, Mrs. Ruziska and Mrs. Toppe! 
sharing equally in the remaining $30. 

Although Mrs. Toppel has a brood of seven 
children, two daughters, 15 and 17 years old, 
earn $4 each in department stores, supplying 
an income that is denjed the other mothers. 

The payments were ordered by Judge Pinck- 
ney of the Juvenile court after thorough in- 
vestigation by the county agent’s Office. Each 
of the four families had been sharing in the 
past in the monthly rations distributed at 
the various depots of the county agent. The 
pension will eliminate the gifts of food and 
clothing. 


Toppel Family Celebrates. 

A reporter for Tae TU found a happy 
celebration in progres in Mrs. Coppel’s spick 
and span home on the second floor of a tene- 
ment at 3000 Archer avenue. ‘ihe bare floors 
had been scrubbed to a snowy whiteness. In 
the kitchen entrance hung the family’s wash- 
ing that appeared clean and sweet. 

Mrs. Toppel was pleased to receive a visitor 
and discuss her good fortune. 

‘We'd much rather have the money than 
the rations,” she said. “If they were the 
same in value, I'd prefer the money. 

“My children range in age from 2 to 17. 
Their needs are all so different. 


Mother Can Stay at Home. 

With this income to depend on I can stay 
at home, make their clothes, and keep them 
well provided for. I used to have to go out 
to work and then there was no one to mind 
them. I was nearly worried sick, fearing 
that they were getting in bad company or 
getting in accidents. The children are al) 
so good, but it. takes a mother to watch them 
all the time, whether they are little or big. 

“I really was at the point of sending 
one or two to some home. Wouldn't that 
have been too bad? It would have broken 
up the family forever. Now they can keep 
on going to school and come home to their 
mother every night. Two of my girls are 
old enough to go to the Holden school. Then 
I have a little boy at St. Bridget’s.”’ 

Mrs. Toppel's husband has been dead two 
years. He had been a stockyards laborer. 

Mrs. Ruziska, an honest faced Polish wom- 
an, isn’t a widow, but might as well be. 
Her husband is insane in Dunning. She was 
in a mingled state of joy and sadness last 
night. Her 2 months’ old son had a bad 
cold. 

The other two beneficiaries are widows.

Agreement Made Between Comedian 
and His Latest Wife to End Long 


Litigation. 


Los Angeles, Cal., Nov. 17.—[Special.]—Nat 
Goodwin and his former wife, Edna Goodrich, 
have signed an agreement whereby Miss 
Goodrich is to receive $65,000 clear in con- 
sideration of her giving up all claims on Mr. 
Goodwin's estate. 

Mr. Goodwin is to pay all expenses, includ- 
ing the hotel bill of $2,300 due the Ansonia in 
New York, contracted by his latest wife. 

According to the terms of the agreement, 
which was signed by Miss Goodrich, sent to 
Goodwin at Little Rock, Ark., for his signa- 
ture, and finally forwarded to Mayor T. H. 
Dudley of Santa Monica, the trustee of the 
Goodwin estate, the payment of $65,000 must 
be made to Miss Goodrich by Dec. 15.

Hyman for Hunt. 


TELLS OF PAYING $40,000 


Asserts Money Was Given to Hyman 
to Be Turned Over to 
Ald. Kenna. 


MEETS M'WEENY OFTEN IN SECRET

Harry Brolaski, who says he hae led the 
complex career of gambler, a “ fixer,” @ 
* get rich quick man.,“ and a reformer, went 
on the witness stand before the police civil 
service commission yesterday afternoon and 
related his version of underground Ch. 
cago.” 

When he had finished a story of crooked- 
ness and vice that consumed three hour? 
time, the commissioners found Chicago's 
chief of police, chief inspector, and various 
politicians high in the councils of their re- 
spective parties smeared by the finger of 
suspicion. 


Tells of “Conspiracy.” 

Brolaski made the charge that he hed 
entered into a conspiracy for four men te 
„deliver,“ the income to be, made from 
preying upon gamblers, owners of resorts, 
and the numerous branches of illegal indus 
tries which thrive in the underground, The 
men to be used, he said, were Chief of Police 
McWeeny, Inspector Hunt, Ben Hyman, and 
Tom Costello. 

The conspiracy, he said, was hatched be- 
fore WceWeeny was openly announced as 
chief of police, Bey Hyman, old time gam- 
bier, he said, wae to have been MoWeeny’s 
coach and representative in the handling of 
the business. Tom Costello, he said was 
to have represented Hunt in the same ca- 
pacity as Hyman for McWeeny. 

The inference was that Inspector Hunt wes 
brought downtown and placed tn charge of 
the first division, which controls the heart 
of Chicago, after the plot was hatched. 


Brolaski’s Part in Scheme. 

Brolaski's part was to go out on the lecture 
platform as a reformer and talk to civic 
bodies—revealing everything Hyman and 
Costello could dig up for him that would aid 
in molding public sentiment to the point that 
McWeeny and Hunt might drive the oppo- 
sition gamblers and dive keepers and their 
representatives out of business or into the 
fold of the new combination. 

In furtherance of this scheme he said he 
was presented with lists of gambling houses 
and resorts. He proceeded to read these 
lists before church societies and to give them 
as wide publicity as possible. He rented an 
office in the Fort Dearborn building, he said, 
from which he and his fellow conspirators 
worked out their card index chart of the 
underworld. And he further related that the 
city of Chicago paid the office rent and the 
expenses of the investigation. 

Brolaski's story led to the conclusion that 
the plan had gone to pieces because the pub- 
lic disclosures stirred righteous Chicagvans 
to such a ferment that the present investiga-, 
tion of police gambling was started. And the 
investigation has not yet been stopped.

Tells of Payments by Hunt. 

Q.—What was discuteed at that meeting? 
A.—We talked with regard to Hyman and 
other matters. I told Hunt that Hyman was 
getting ready to “ squawk because he was 
not being given a certain gambling privilege 
that had been promised him. It was the Grant 
hotel faro bank. Hunt sald: Well, it won't

Q.—You turned Irish over to the police? 
A.—Yes; I asked for a special officer to turn

trust—Arthur McCarthy, a detective at head- 
quarters.

transferred to the woods,“ and McWeeny 
balked about sending him to me. I stood firm 
end insisted on McCarthy, and he was sent, 
and I turned Irish over to him. 


Finally Meets Hunt. 

Q.—When did you become acquainted with 
McWeeny and Hunt? A.—I told Hyman on 
May 27 that I was tired of taking orders from 
the ‘chief and Hunt through himself and 
Costello and wanted to meet their principals. 
They consented and McCarthy and Hunt 
met me that evening at Monroe avenue and 
the Midway. That was the first time I had 
seen Hunt since 83. the world's fair year. 
“unt and I talked an hour. 

Q.—What about? A—wWe talked of the 
labor troubles and the finding of Irish and 
the big gamblers and vice leaders—Tom Me- 
Ginnis, Mont Tennes, Hyman, and Costello. 

Q.—The subject of your conversation? A.— 
Hunt was sore at McGinnis because McGin- 
nis had double crossed’ him. I coincided 
with the inspector’s views about McGinnis, 
for>the gambler had once double crossed ”’ 
me, too. We also talked of Tennes monopoly 
of the poolroom business and the inspector 
wanted to know if I could be depended on. I 
icoked him straight ia the eye and said: 
Fu give you the best I've got.“ 


$40,000 Paid for Protection. 

Q.—What else happened? A.—Well, Hunt 
wanted to know why Hinky Dink was sore 
at me and Hyman. I said I didn't know 
unless Hyman or McGinnis had “ doubie- 
crossed ” Hinky in the payment of $40,000 
from the Brolaski Investment company. The 
money was given by me to Hyman and it was 
to go to Kenna. Kenna never got the money, 
I guess, but Hyman always insisted he 
handed it to McGinnis for Kenna. I believe 
Hyman told the truth. All I know about it 
is that I turned it over for public officials and 
expected to get protection for the firm. 

Q.—What else occurred? A.—I told Hunt 
there was no chance in the world to bring 
me and Hinky together or Hink and 
Hyman, and that I would never let up on my 
fight against Mont Tennes for Tennes had 
helped block me when I tried to get the 
Mexican concession for the Tia Juana race- 
track just acress the Mexican border from 
Santiago, Cal.

Theodore Freeman, Builder, Did 
Not Reckon on Earth’s Pull.“ 


SELIS HOME AND MOVES. 


Victim Gets Contract to Demolish Strue- 
ture; Finds Bricks Valuable. 


The controversy on Barry avenue, where 
for over a year Theodore Freeman blockaded 
the windows of an adjacent apartment bulld- 
tng. is nearing an end. Freeman, who is a 
@irector of the State Bank of Chicago, until 
a few days ago lived at 527 Barry avenue. 
After the neighboring flat dwellers had ex- 
hausted all legal means the laws of grav- 
ity took up the cause and have prompted Mr. 
Freeman to evacuate the field ingloriously. 

The former Freeman residence is a two 
story brick structure, separated by a twelve 
foot areaway from the three story apartment 
building. About a year ago Mr. Freeman 
moved half of a barn between the two dwell- 
ings, a3, he said, 80 as not to have people 
looking into his backyard all the tfme.’’ 
Heveral months ago he decided to add a mod- 
eat little three story sleeping porch. Plans 
were drawn for an elaborate and original 
structure, termed by “ side sleeping porch.“ 
but unanimously called by residents of the 
street a spite wall. It consista of a brick 
wall Butit along the wall of the apartment 
building, effectively shutting out air and light 
on that side. 


High Wall Hides Porch. 

Between this towering wall and the Free- 
man residence, at the height of the second 
floor of the latten was hidden the sleeping 
porch . ; 

The completion of the original monument 
was achieved in M#emarkable short time, and 
the occupants of the flat building moved 
away. But Alexander M. Ross, owner of 
the vacated flats and a contractor, discovered 
that hie neighbor had made one grave mis- 
take. Mr. Freeman hed built ft on a faulty 
foundation. Mr. Roses knew the enormous 
solid wall would settle, and waited patiently 
until the top of the wall began to lean 
against his building. Then he acted. 

Mr. Freeman was served with a notice that 
condemnation proceedings would be beguy if 
his porch was not removed at once. Expert 
after expert was summoned in vain to save 
his toppling structure. 

Then Freeman surrendered uncomdition- 
ally. He sold his residence to F. H. Herhold. 
president of the Herhold Chair company, and 
the new owner at once made a contract with 
Mr. Roes to have the sleeping porch de- 
molished. Workmen are engaged in tear- 


‘ing it down, and ae the bricks used in its 


construction are of a particularly good grade 
Mr. Rose has instructed them fo handle 
these carefully. so that he may use them 
later. 


Spite Spirit Proves Costly. 

Before the apartment was built I of- 
fered Mr. Freeman half of the ground at cost 
price,” Mr. Ross said last night. “ He re- 
fused my offeN and after six years I put up 
the building asjn investment. Freeman was 
to have paid $6,000 for half of the frontage. 
Since then he has spent $7,500 on the moving 
of the barn and on the sleeping porch.’

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SENATORS ATTACK 
TOBACCO DECREE 


Committee Members Insist’ 
Dissolution Does Not Re- 
“store Competition. 


LIVELY DAY AT HEARING. 


Comparison of Wickersham and 
Harmon as Federal Attor- 
neys General. 


Washington, DC. Nov/17.—A general at- 
tack upon the decree of the Circuit court of 
New York in the dissolution of the American 
Tobacco company and a specific comparison 
of the activities of Attorney General Wick- 
ersham and former Attorney General Judson 
Harmon in enforcing the Sherman anti-trust 
law enlivened today’s hearings af the senate 
committee on interstate commerce which ig 
investigating the trust problem. 

There appears to be little effort in the de- 
partment of justice to enforce the crimina] 
provisions of the law.“ said Senator Pomer- 
ene of Ohio. “ Do you know of any statute 
or other authority which justifies an attor- 
ney general in taking the position that he 
may enforce the. statute in the civil courts, 
but decline to enforce its criminal provisions? 
I regard the course of the department in its 
failure to enforce these provisions as most 
reprehensible.”* 


Harmon Defended by Pomerene, 

Senator Oliver was the only member of the 
committee who replied to the attack on the 
attorney general. Addressing H. B. Martin, 
witness, he wanted to know what Martin 
thought of the comparative reprehensibil- 
ity ’’ of an attorney general who actively 
and successfully enforces a law like this, 


who resurrects it and makes it effective and | 


proceeds. at least toward successful civil 
prosecutions, as compared with one of his 
predecessors who did not, and who practical- 
ly declared the law a dead letter. 

“I refer to former Attorney General Jud- 
son Harmon of Ohio,“ said Senator Oliver. 
looking across the table to Senator Pom- 
erene. 

The committee showed signs of an incipi- 
ent outbreak. Senator Pomerene dechaped 
it was not Mr. Harmon, but his predecessors 
Richard Olney, who had said, in substance, 
that the law was a dead letter. Mr. Harmon, 
he said, took up and pushed to a decision in 
the Supreme court thé transmissouri rate 
case and made every effort to revivify the 
Sherman law. Other members of the com- 
mittee refrained from taking part in the dis- 
cussion and it was-quickly dropped. 


Attack on Tobacco Decree. 

The dissolution decree is the America To- 
bacco company case, dividing the trust into 
four separate organizations, was charac- 
terized several times during the hearings as 
a construction of the Sherman law that 
failed to restore competition or meet the 
spirit of desired trust control. 

Senator Cummins said he did not believe 
there could be actual competition enforced 
under the present Sherman law. 

There are clearly two movements under 
way for changes in the Sherman law,“ said 
Senator Cummins; “ the first for a mitigation 
of the provisions of the law, the other to- 
wards amendments and supplementary acts 
that will make it a more efficient instrument 
for the preservation of competition.“ 

He expressed his sympathy with the latter, 
adding, “ The two plans have little in com- 
mon.“ ' 


Use of Dummy Directors, 

The effect of a law prohibiting directors of 
steel and coal companies from sitting in the 
directorates of railroads was discussed brief- 
ly. Senator Townsend of Michigan declared 


_ he favored such an act, but he believed the 


one offered to the committee would permit of 
the same end being accomplished through 
dummy directors. 

Samuel Untermyer of New York, whose 
plan for trust legislation was outiined ina 
report to the National Civic federation last 
week, will be heard by the committee tomor- 
row. His pian includes the appointment of 
a commission similar to the Interstate com- 
merce commission to deal with industrial 
corporations with a capital of more than 
51.000 000 doing business in more than one 
state, t e corporations to be licensed by the 
f€eteral goveriment. =

DENIES ANTI-JEW CHARGE 
AGAINST YALE CORPORATION. 


Secretory E. J. Phelps of Alumni Board 
Explains Refusal of Lease—One of 
Race Protege of Eli’s Sons. 


Tale university has no rule prohibiting the 
renting of its property to Jews. Edward J. 
Phelps, Yale 88. secretary of the alumni 
advisory board, yesterday commented on the 
statement in a morning paper that the uni- 
versity had refused to lease an apartment on 
the south side to a Jew because of a rule 
against the race, 

The Yele corporation has not now, and 
never has had, any such rule,” asserted Mr. 
Phelps. Tue facts in this especial cage 
are these: The university obtained by fore- 


closure. ap apartment building upon the 


south side in Chicago. The previous own- 
ers had adopted for some time a policy of 
not renting to Jews. Some leases with some 
time to run had previously been made. In 
thie particular case, therefore, the treasurer 
of the university felt it wise to continue 
the policy of the former owners. Had the 
building been unoccayied a different policy 
doubtless would have been pursued.

Fifty official clerks of the Idaho land office 
Will be behind a long table in the state's 
exhibit. at the Land Show this morning to 
take registrations for the 14,000 acres at Je- 
rome, Lincoln county, Idaho, that will be 
gubdjected to a drawing on Dec. 11. It is ex- 
pected that thousands will besiege the clerks 
when the doors of the Coliseum open at 11 
o clock. 

This ig the first known instance when reg- 
istration for a state gift of valuable lands 
has been permitted in a foreign state. It 
will even be unnecessary to attend the draw- 
ing at Jerome. The directors of the Land 
Show have employed a general agent to act 
for all who register. 

With a power of attorney, this agent can 
acept and file claims for all who desire allot- 
ments. Zubsequent to drawing 4 quarter 
section the lucky recipient is subjected to 
the light conditions imposed by the Carey act.

Rock Island Refuses to Negotiate 
Further with Shopmep. 


EXPLAINS’ ITS ATTITUDE. 


If Strike Results, 5,400 Workers Will 
Be Involved. 


In a statement lasued yesterday by the 
Rock Island lines and addressed to the pub- 
lic and all the employés of the road the 
company explains its attitude in the con- 
ference between delegates of the shop em- 
ployés’ unions and officials of the company 
over new labor demands. The negotiations 
have come to a halt, and the demands of the 
union men have been rejected. 

Should the workmen decide to call a strike 
about 6.400 mechanical trades workers, 
boiler makers, blacksmiths, machinists, and 
sheet metal workers, will be affected.

The Christmas books for children this year 
#eem to me of a higher order than during 
the last few years. They are not foolish 
books, but books to read, even when you get 
those for the little ones, such as Mrs. Peat- 
tles EDDA AND THE OAK (Rand, Me- 
Nally).

The aim 
of the book is to give students of litera- 
ture as comprehensive a view of the prose 
writings of the eighteenth century as they 
can easily obtain from the many collections 
of poetry. A prose collection is much more 
difficult to make because of the greater 
length of prose works and their ‘greater 
number, involving more work and more 
expense and then the risk of not conveying 
a rounded expression of the period from 
the very necessity of the use of extracts 
rather than complete selections. In this vol- 
ume, the most prominent prose writers are 
represented generously; the lesser writers 
are numerously represented by brief speci- 
mens; extracts from novelists are given not 
to show their method of novel-making but 
their chief characteristics; also selections are 
included that indicate some of the critical 

ctrines and literary tendencies of the 
age. It is a well-rounded and satisfying 
collection, giving the . thoughtful. reader 
acquaintance, in generous fashion, with that 
very important century of prose development 
which marked the summit of the essay and 
the rise of the novel. EXxsentially, it is a book 
for the student, and a splendid one; the 
author, professor of English at the Univer- 
sity of Illtinois, appreciating to the full the 
need of the students, but it is also an ex- 
cellent survey of this field of prose work 
to have on the shelves of one’s heme 
library.

The estate, all of which is left to Mrs. 
Walsh, is estimated not to exceed $808,000. 
The fortune at the time of the collapse of the 
Walsh banks was believed to be around 
$15,000,000, including banks, railroads, quar- 
ries, and coal properties, most of which were 
swept away in the failure. 

The petition recites free assets not to ex- 
ceed in value $395,000, and stocks and bonds 
pledged as collateral not to exceed $398,000, 
bringing the total of personal estate not to 
exceed $793,000. There is real estate valued 
at around $15,000. In addition there is the 
copartner’s interest in the firm of John R. 
Walsh & Co., of which Richard Walsh, the 
son, is the surviving partner. A separate 


schedule of this copartnership is to be filed 
later. 


Text of Walsh’s Will. 

The text of the will foilows: 

“I, John R. Walsh of Chicago, Illinois being 
of sound and disposing mind and memory, 
do make and declare this to be my last will 
and testament, hereby revoking all other pre- 
vious wills and codicils by me heretofore 
made. 

All of my estate, both real and personal, 
wheresoever it may be at the time of my de- 
cease, and all rights, claims, and properties, 
real, personal, or mixed, and whether now 
held or hereafter obtained by me, I do give 
devise, and bequeath to my wife, Mary L. 
Walsh of Chicago, Illinois, absolutely, and 
I do hereby appoint her sole executrix of this 
my will, and I direct that she be exempt 
from giving any surety or sureties on her 
Official bond as executrix, and it is my will 
that no bond or other security or indemnity 
be required of her for the faithful perform- 
ance of her duties hereunder, either through 
any court proceedings or under any present 
or future law. 

“In witness whereof I have hereunto set 
my haid and seal at Chicago, Illinois, this 
12th day of October, A. D. 1909.

Badgers Exonerated by 
Athletic Board.

Madison, Wis., Nov. 17.—[Special.)—This 
town looks as if it Were the night before 
Christmas, only more so. That is because 
it is the night before the game between Min 
nesota and Wisconsin to decide the football! 
championsnip of the western conference as 
well as the opening of the first annual home- 
coming of Wisconsin alumni. 

Capitol square is ablaze with red lights in 
honor of the cardinal of the university; all 
the shop windows and many of the residences 
are decorated with the color; eyen the street 
arcs of the electric light company have been 
fitted with red globes jn place of the ordinary 


ones. The rain which fell all day changed | 


to snow at dark and the slush hardened under 
foot as if to increase the illusion of Christ- 
mas eve. Every incoming train added to the 
crowds in the streets, in the fraternity houses 
and in the alumni headquarters at the Union 
building on the campus. 

The Wisconsin special arrived at @ o’clock 
with a trainload of enthusiasts. Another spe- 
cial is due early in the morning with alumni 
from Duluth and Superior. Racine. La 
Crosse, Milwaukee, Oshkosh, along with al- 
most every other known point in the state, 
have sent their delegations or are sending 
one. It is estimated that there are already 
between 2,500 and 3,000 alumni in town. 


Initiations at Frats.“ 

Nearly all the fraternities in the university 
are holding their initiations tonight, weeks 
later than usual, as an additional attraction 
to- alumni. As a result the active members 
are sleeping on the floor or in chairs while the 
alumni fill the beds and the additional cots 
which have been installed. It is impossible 
to secure a room in the town. 

At 6 o’clock, one hour in advance of the 
time set for the massmeeting at the gym- 
nasium.- students in Mackinaw jackets began to 
stream through the streets of the Latin quarter 
and across the lower campus toward the red fire 
which marked the entrance.

The 
buflding rocked when Coach Richards, who shares 
with the members of the team the idolatry of 
Wisconsin students, appeared on the platform at 
the head of the eleven which everybody present 
seemed to think is destined to defeat the giants 
from the north. 

The coach told the crowd that he expected 
to win.“ The cheering lasted for five minutes 
and then the rooters sang the Wisconsin football 
song to the tune of Hot Time,“ which begins, 
** Wisconsin’s got the ball.“ Coach Richards 
promptly retired. Capt. Buser then stood up long 
enough to amend Coach Richard's statement to 
the effect that We will win.“ Then the build- 
ing rocked gome more. The members of the team 
took the opportunity to slip out of a door behind the 
platform. 


Alumni Speak at Meeting. 


J. G. Wray of Chicago, former president of the 
Chicago Alumni! association, and Joseph Davies of 
Madison, Democratic national committeeman from 
Wisconsin, were the next speakers. A string of 
former Wisconsin stars, incruding former captain 
of the varsity, Jimmy Bush, ‘‘Coots’’ Cunningham, 
and Emil Scow, one time varsity center, wound up 
the program of speeches. 

A bonfire on the lower campus, which will be 
attended by all Madison, as well as the students and 
alumni, is set for tomorrow evening at 7 o'clock, 
win or lose, It will be followed by a smoker in the 
gymnasium for the alumni, the only occasion for 
which permission to smoke in the bullding ever has 
been granted. The co-eds have announced an en- 
tertainment for alumna at Lathrop hall, the new 
women's building.

The co-eds do not see Ro share the bitterness 
which has been aroused by the charges and counter 
charges which have passed between Minnesota and 
Wisconsin during the last few days over the eligt- 
bility of players. They are-planning a tea for the 
Minnesota co-eds immediately after the game to- 
morrow. 

The feeling among the rooters is strong. It seems 
to be shared by the townspeople. Richard Lloyd 
Jones of the Wisconsin State Journal speaks as fol- 
lows in a signed editorial published this afternoon:

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THE RETAIL FUNCTION IN 
MERCHANDISING
